of the blacks In proportion to number, 231 of
the former being reported in good health and 183
I bad health; while of the colored sonviets, 47
ounly were in good health and 57 in bad health,
The physical condition of the males was also
::rerlor to that of the females, 235 of the former

ng in good health and 218 o bad health; while
of the females 53 were In good health and only
%1 in bad heaith. Durlng the year 1880 there
were 18 desnths among the prisoners confined
under sentence  of  hard  labor, and It
s a noticeable fact that every
ease of death excepting one resnlted from pul-
monary consumption, each of the twelve who
died from this eanse haviog been In bad health
when admitted to the prison. Of the 13 con-
victsa who dled, 6 were whites, all males, and 7
colored, all males except ono. Among the
prisoners, 987 in number, sentenced Lo separate
eonfinement or hard labor sineo the establishment
of the prison in 1835, there have been altogether
206 deathe, all of which were from naturnl
eanses excopt in three [ostances,
wnses of sell-dsstruction were those of white
males who committed sulelde on December 3,
1885, and January 22 aod July 23, 1865, reapec-
tively. Om October 19, 1865, a white male of
intemperate habits died from paralysis, belog at
the time under sentence of death and awalting
the action of the Governor, alter having been
twice respited. Of the 205 convicts who huvedied,
00 males and 4 females were white, and 168

males and 24 females were black, the percentage |

of deaths among the black males boing the
gre.'nut. T'43; that among the black females,

“15; that among the white mnles, 1'73; and that
among the white fomales but 0°43. O the 395
deaths, those of 43 whites and 117 blacks, a total
of 100, resulted from pulmonary consumption.
There were 6 coases of death from Asiatie
eholera, 1 from cholern morbus, 1 from conges-
tlon of the lungs, 15 from typhos fever, 4 from
heart diseaso, 4 from ppenmonia, and 29 from
scrofula. OF the same cases, 145 were in good
health and 150 In bad health when admitted to
the prison.
